The orderly development of scientific intelligence requires a 
definition of the area of interest and designation of those specific 
fields which merit priority consideration. 

I. Definition of Scientific Intelligence 

Scientific intelligence is that intelligence which deals 
with scientific potential, activity, and intent. In practice 
it deals with the discovery of new, and the elaboration of 
old, scientific principles, with research leading to new 
applications of scientific principles and with the application 
of those principles to the development of devices and 
methods which may affect the security of the United States. 

II. Areas of Interest in Scientific Intelligence 

a. At this time the SIC considers the following to 
be fields of scientific intelligence of highest priority: 

1. Atomic energy 

2. Biological warfare 

3. Chemical warfare 

In Electronic aids to warfare 

3. Guided missiles 

6. Jet and unconventional aircraft 

7. Under sea warfare 

8. Medical sciences
